SPRINGFIELD June 13.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] Executive clemency 
was denied Abner Smith, jurist and 
tanker, convicted of conspiracy to 
wreck the Bank of America in Chi- 
cago, by Gov. Deneed yesterday, upon 
recommendaiion of the Board of Par- 
dons. The Governor's refusal to inter- 
fere in the aged banker's case removes 
the last chance he possesses for escap- 
ing a term of confinement in Joliet. 
prison and onds the determined fight 
Smith has waged the past eighteen 
months to. escape punishmeat for his 
part In the Bank of America affair. 

In a report made to the Governor 
the Board of Pardons called attention 
to the fact that it had “patiently"’ con- 
sidered lengthy evidence submitted by 
Fmith and containing many facts 
which. were not presented at his nu- 
merous trials. 

On behalf cf the board Chairman 
Eckhardt prerented the following: 
“We deem it unnecessary to encum- 
ber the records with a detailed state- 
ment of the particulars that led to 
the conviction of the applicant, as they 
are fully set forth in the case as re- 
ported in the Appellate and Supreme 
Court reports. On the trial of the pe- 
titioner he did not testify, but he has 
presented to the board a large amount 
ef evidence fer ita consideration. The 
beard has patiently and naturally con- 
sidered all the evidence, and after 
such consideration is constrained to 
find that the prayer of the petitioner 
should be denied and it is so recom- 
mended.” 

At hearings held before the Board of 
Pardons last month Smith appeared in 
his own behalf and gave ready expia- 
nations of the affaires of the bank. 
When pressed for explanations of the 
various details of the transactions, 
which did not appear to be genuine 
banking matters, Smith showed no 
hesitancy in telling just how everything 
was accomplished according to his 
point of view. At times during the 
hearing Smith was so voluble with his 
explanations that he became tiresome, 
but the Governor and members of the 
Pardon Board good-naturedly gave 
him plenty of time.
